free, and like a Prince, to allow him Ca- 
valiers and Attendants, with the fourth 
part of your Kingdom, that when he 
ſees his own Greatneſs and Honour given 
him by his Subjects, he'l quite forget 
the Chriſtian Faith, and turn to our 
Religion. 
The King was much pleaſed. with his 
Counlel, and went himſelf to Jehoſaphat, 
ſaying, My Son, thou ſhalt zzow have thy 
Liberty; beſides 1 will give thee the 
fourth Part of my Kirgdom, and ſome 
of my Cavaliers for thy Servants, be- 
cauſe 1 love thee dearly. * 

Jehoſaphat was over-joy'd at theſe 
Words, thankirig the King for his great 
care of him. 

Then was ſent to him Horſes and 
Horſemen, with a number of Cavaliers 
that waited on him to a City in the 
. Pro- 
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pre vince of Gallia called Uria, and gave 
him beſides four of his wiſeſt Counſel- 
lors: And being come into Gallia, all 
the People came to {ce him, becauſe he 
was ſo comely a Perſon. And now be- 
ing ſettled in his Signiority, he firſt 
cauſed the Treaſure his Father had got 
to be brought unto him, and after ſent 
for the chiefeſt of his Realm, requeſt- 
ing them to ſet down ſuch Cavaliers and 
Damſels which were poor and needy ; 

that being done, he diſtributed the faid 
Wealth thro? all the Cities. Upon 
this, his fame was ſuch, that the hearts 
of the People were ſettled on him. 
Then he ſent for fifteen Barons, the 
chiefeſt of the Realm; when they were 
come, he began to tell them of Jeſus 


- Chriſt, and pteacli'd ſo much, that one 


pat of the Were converted to the Faith 
Beſidee, he had power to raiſe the dead, 


to heal” the Lame, give ſight to the 
Blind, and cleanſe tlie Lepers. Then 


he cauſed: 'Churches to be built, and 


deſtroyed. the Idols _ Temples of 
the Pagans. .” | 
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The report of theſe things went pre- 
ſently to his Father, how moſt part of 
the Province was converted by him, 
and ſuch Chriſtians which for fear were 
hid in Caves and Dens, by reaſon oi 
Avenerio's cruelty, all came out unto 
him. 

Which the King hearing, took fo 
much grief, that he ſent for his Savii, 
ſaying, Tell me what courſe I ſhall take 
for my Son hath converted the Province 
of Gallia, deftroyed our Idols, and rui- 
ned our Temples , What think you now 
if I put him and his Fellows to death? 


Then roſe up a grave Baron, and ſaid 


It is a vile and bale thing to ſtrive a- 
gainſt the Truth; if you do it againſt 
your Son, you kick againſt the Faith ; 
for ne hath preached Jeſus Chriſt the 
true God : therefore I do confels my 
ſelf a Chriſtian, beheving in him who 
died for me. So he departed from the 
King and went to Jehoſaphat. 

When Avenerio law the chiefeſt of his 


Savii was likewiſe turned Chriſtian, he 


trembled for fear, and ſaid, O wicked 
and perverſe Boy! Curſed be the hour 
D 3 wherein 
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wherein he was born. Vet for all this, 
his Fame was ſo ſpread, by reaſen of his 
upright Life, that the Inhabitants of o- 
ther Nations, not ſubjett to him, like- 
wile became Chriſtians, 

Befides, Avenerio had one Province, 
the which had revolted ten Years from 
his Government; but hearing. of the 
Puriry and. juſt Life of Jehoſaphat, re- 
ſign'd the whole Signiory to him. 

Now when he had ſpent three Years 
in the Government, all the Counteies his 
Father poſſeſt were likewiſe converted. 

This News being brought to the 
King, and hearing alſo the Miracles 
which he did, he thought with himſelf, 
And why ſhould 1 be ſo ſtupified, keing 
all my Savii whom I ſent to him are by 
him converted, and I my ſelf lo obſtinate 
in my Op'mon ? I cannot therefore but 
believe, that his Religion is the trueſt, 
and all this while 1 have been in an error. 
Beſides, hearing of the daily Prayers 
which he pourr out for me, doth much 
enlighten my Underſtanding towards 
my Converſion, and therefore. 1am re- 
oly ed, to become a Chi iſtian. 
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Theſe thoughts much humbled tlie 
King, and he began great;y to repent, 
fending tor his Barons and S2vzz, lays a 
My Lords, the caule | tent for you is, 
to let you know the erroneous way | 
have along time continued in, having 
perſecuted the Truth ( which is the 
Chriſtian Faith) and followed our wic- 
ked and diabolical Way, in worihiping 
of Idols: but being now better enlight- 
ned, and perſwaded the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion is the beſt, and that it is only by 
this which we mult be. ſaved, ani am 
heartily forry 1 have fo ſpurn'd againſt 
it in ſuch a manner, that lam not wor- 
thy to breathe : There fore J am reſol. d 
to go into Gallia, and throw down my 
ſelt at Jehoſaphat's Feet, beſeeching him 
to pray for me, that God would pardon 


my great Rebellion.

with many of his Nobles, met him on

and caſting himſelf at his Feet, ſaid, 
till this Day, O my Son, I have gone 
aſtray, worihuping of Idols and Devils, 
believing they were Gods, and perſe- 
cuting the Chriſtians; therefore I pray 
thee pardon me for it, and beleech 
Coriſt Jeſus to forgive my great offences, 
not being worthy to lift up my Eyes to 
Heaven: And now, Jehoſaphat, I am 
not only come, but alſo moſt willingly 
to be made a Chriſtian, 

Now when he ſay his Fathers Re- 
pentance, litting up his Hand to Hea- 
ven, he praiſed God forhisConverſion. 

So they rode rowards the City with 
great joy and mirth, where they re- 
mained thirty Days. „ 

The King chen journey'd towards In- 
dia, together with Fehoſaphat and his 
Barons. Being arrived, the People came 
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Then took Jehoſaphat the Treaſure 
lis Father had got, and diſtributed it 
among the needy : Aſterward he in- 
{tcucted the Indians, and brought them 
to the Faith.

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Then he deſtroy'd the Temples and 
Idols, and built Churches and Hoſpitals 
to the Honour of God. 

After Aveneris had liv'd three Years 
a Chriſtian, he died, and by Will Gave 
great Immunities to the Poor. 

Then cauled Jehoſaphat a Hair Veſt 
to be made, which he commanded to 
be put on the King, and gather'd rhe 
Nobility aua chief Officers together, 
pearing the Corps into a ſpacious Court 
where were aſſembled a multitude of 
People, ſaying unto them, My lords, 
and you my Loving Subjects, know how 
vile and baſe we are in this World; 
you ſee an Object here: This King, 
which was ſo power'ul, and ſo wet, 
having ſo many Cities, Caftles, and 
Signiories, perſecut ing a long time the 
poor Chriftians, what's he now come. 
unto? Now he's Earth, anel thall be 
perſecuted of the Worms. ( which ſha} 
devour him) and turn to duff; | Where 
is now his Command, whych had ſo 
many Poſſeſſions, and ſaid to his Barons 
Come now and help me? Where is the 
Wealth and Treaſure gone ? his van 
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and coſtly Apparrel ? Behold him now 


clad in a Hair Cloth; you now ſee his 
Condition. When he lived, all were

happy of his favour ; now being dead, * 


not a Kinſman will be buried with him. 
Therefore none ought to love this 
World, becauſe the things thereof are 
tranſitory; but think always of death, 
and how he muſt give an Account to 
God for his Sins: Therefore I pray 
leave off your wicked ways, and tuin 
unto Chriſt. | 

Now when his Father was buried, 
he ramained one Year in his Signiory ; 
and called the People together, inſtrudt- 
ed them in the Faith. 

After he told them he would do Pen- 
ance in the Deſart, and leave his King- 
dom to a Lord whoſe life was blameleſs, 
and to him he would give his Crown. 

The People at theſe Words were 
much grieved, becauſe he ſaid he wow'd 
depart from them. Then he ſent for a 
Baron whoſe Name was Alfanes, ſaying 
unto him, I am confident of thy fidelity 
and truſt, having had experience a. long 
time of it, and to thy care I am reſolved 

£0 
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o yield up my Kingdom and Territo- 
cies: There ore be well adviſed how 


you govern my Subjects; for it is only 
you I have choſen to that purpole. 


This new Cn not but make Al ane 
glad, who ſaid, My Lord, what you 
command 1n all things I will obey. 


Sa he made Alfanes King, at which 
the People did much grieve, becaule 
Fehoſaphat reſolved to leave them.

So he went from them to his Palace. 
When night was come, after his firſt 
{leep he travelled towards the Deſart. 


Now when the Peaple heard he was 
gone, they made after him, and brout 


him back to the City with great joy, 


ſettling him again in his Kingdom, 
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He had not long been there, but he 
ſummoned the People once more, and 


laid, My Lords, and you my «vorth 
Friends, I now lee how great your loves 
and affections are towards me, for which 
Il am ever much obliged to you, and 
would looſe my life to do you good: 
But when I think how dangerous it is 
for me, being but young, Lo govern a 
Kingdom of that weight, and enticed 
to all worldly delights, I cannot but 
grieve to think on it, in regard of mySouls 
good; for ſurely theſe pleaſures are 
great hinderances to my Salvation:
